The law went in effect yesterday 


and1 its enforcement 
is now being 


carried out by the Public Service 
commission. 
The truck 
operators sought to 


forestall enforcement until the su- 
preme court rules on their claim 
that the law as written and inter- 
preted by the Public Service com- 
mission, is discriminatory but 
the 


court declined a temporary Injunc- 
tion. 
Instead the association, through 
its counsel, 
Attorney Glenn W. 


Stephens of Madison, was given per- 
mission to bring1 an action direct to 
the supreme court, and, by agree- 
ment •with the commission's counsel, 
-who consented to a test case, the 
arguments •will be heard when the 
court sits in February. 
, "Commissioner David E. Lilienthal 
and Deputy Attorney General Fred 
W. Wylie opposed the granting of a 
temporary injunction on the ground 
that enforcement personnel and ma- 
,chlners*have been set up. and would 
jfes.* disrupted if enjoined from func- 
tioning-. 


The court, in consulation, affirm- 


ed this •viewpoint but permitted the 
direct action to be filed requiring 
the state to show-cause why the law 
should not be ruled invalid. 


Avoid Separate Actions 


The papers •were immediately plac- 


ed on record and the possibility of 
separate injunctional actions in lo-w 
er state courts by members of the 
association was therefore avoided. 


The association contends that the 


commission's interpretation exempt 
ing all vehicles weighing less than 
three tons and- the classification of 
rates in the original act are dis 
crimnatory. 


The law imposes a tax upon each 


ton mile of operation, which Is com- 
puted 
by a simple 
mathematical 


formula. 
Ton miles are determined 


' by adding the licensed capacity of 
the vehicle, trailer or semi-trailer to 
its actual weight, multiplying this 
sum by the number of miles operat- 
ed? and dividing the result of 2,000. 


License capacity is the 
weight 


which a vehicle has been licensed 
to carry. 


As an example, to determine how 


much tax must be paid for 20 miles 
of operation by a truck having a li- 
censed capacity of 7,000 pounds and 
an actual weight of 6,500 pounds, 
add the two 
•weights in pounds, 


multiply by 20 and divide by 2,000. 
The result will be the number of ton 
miles of operation. 


The law then sets up rates per ton 


mile of operation ranging from one 
mill for trucks with an aggregate 
•weight of seven tons to two mills for 
those with aggregate weight of 14 
tons. 


The tax therefore is based on the 


licensed capacity of the truck and 
how far it travels, not how much 
it carries. Miles 
traveled 
within 


cities and villages are exempt. All 
trucks weighing less than three tons 
and those 
carrying farm products 


from the farm to the primary mar- 
ket also are exempt.

Believe New Equipment Will 


Be Ready for Distribu- 


tion in 1932

worth of National Broadcasting Co. 
and William S. Paley of Columbia 
Broadcasting- system. The 
former 


makes no prediction as to when 
'public television" will be feasible, 
while Mr. Paley hazards the guess 
that television "of a genuinely en- 
:ertainlng character" will be avail- 
ible m a few large cities in 1932. 


Coupled with these comments is 


,he significant proposal of the radio 
manufacturers association that a 
plan be adopted covering the wave- 
ength allocations for television that 
would care for development during 
he ensuing 5 years. There is no im- 
mediate prospect of "commercial" 
elevisidn, since the federal radio 
commission steadfastly has refused 
o heed the demands of some ex- 
perimenters that the existing non- 
commercial experimental restriction 
>e lifted, and that television adver- 
tising be permitted to help defray 
.he cost of research 
and 
develop- 
ment. 


Operate on Schedule 
A half dozen manufacturers now

GENERAL PAU, 
FRENCH LEADER, 


DIES IN PARIS 


Won Fame in Franco-Prus- 
sian War and Was Prom- 


inent in World Conflict 


Paris—Off)—General Paul Gerald 


Pau, 83, noted French war com- 
mander, died here today. 


When the crushed and 
beaten 


armies of France returned to what 
was left of their dismembered coun- 
try after the Franco-Prussian war 
of 1870, there was among them a 
young officer who had entered the 
service as a cadet and fought his 
way through to a captaincy. 


If there was one man with those 


retreating 
defenders whose spirit 


was unconquered, his name 
was 


Captain Pau. Maimed and sadden- 
ed though he was, he could- not feel 
for a 
moment that his 
beloved 
France was vanquished. Her ulti- 
mate1 triumph, he 
believed, had 


merely been postponed, and the day 
would yet come when he could face 
again those powerful Invaders from 
the north. 


Through the long years that in- 


tervened between 1870 and 1914, he 
took his place as one of the most 
patient and confident of the archi- 
tects who planned and prepared for 
a return match 
with the victors 


During this period1 he had advanced 
at a steady pace until he became, In 
1911, a brigadier general and a mem- 
ber of the Supreme War council of 
France. At this point he was re- 
tired because of his age. 


Then came the great day for which 


he had waited so long. 
As all Eu- 


rope became a vast mobilization 
camp, the old fire flamed out again 
In General Pau, and by popular de- 
mand he 
reentered the supreme 


council of war to accept command of 
the Army of Alsace. It was there 
that his rieht forearm had been shot 
away in the battle of Froeschwiller, 
back In 1870. 


"Prussians", he said on that day, 


"I have but one arm, but it shall be 
of bronze". 


Respected By Germans 


To the Germans 
of Alsace, tho 


French general was known as "Von 
Pao". This was not so much from 
their habit of attributing nobility to 
officers as out of respect for the pow- 
er of that "arm of bronze". 


When the World war began, Gen- 


eral Pau was regarded In a military 
sense as ranking with Genearls Jof- 
fre and Galliene, but in popular fa- 
vor he far out-stripped any figure 
in the French army. It was only 
because of his age and his none too 
robust health that lie was not made 
a field marshal early in the conflict. 


Upon several occasions General 


Pau was the object of national move- 
ments to do him honor. 
Once a 


sword was purchased 
by popular 


subscription and offered to him by 
a committee of his admirers. General 
Pau refused it politely but firmly, 
declaring: 


"Such recompense 
must be re- 


served for the one who shall lead 
our victorious armies beyond Metz 
and Strasburg, beyond the Rhine, to 
the very heart of the German Em- 
pire". 


At another time the whole of 


France joined In a movement to 
have him created commander of the 
Army of the Republic. Whfn this 
failed because of a change in the 
government, he was 
tendered the 


newly-made post of Inspector gener- 
al. His letter refusing this offer was 
characteristic, 


"My one arm", he wrote. Is al- 


ways at the service of my country, 
but In times of peace I nee* it for 
the support of my family". 


General Paul Mary Cesar Gerald 


Pau was born at Montelimar, Nov. 
29, 1848. After obtaining a common 
school education, he entered 
the 


Saint Cyr military academy, 
the 


West Point of France, from which 
he was •graduated just before the 
Franco-Prussian, war. 


General Pau visited the United 


States for a few days in 1919, com- 
ing to New York after a tour of 
Canada.

attempting to shift the tax burden 
from the shoulders of homo and farm 
owners to corporations and men with 
large Incomes, Is progressing rapidly 
In Oklahoma. 


Virtual abandonment of the ad val- 


orem system, which has been in ef- 
fect since statehood, is one of the 
chief aims of the governor. 


Campaigning in 1930 among des- 


titute farmers and men whose busi- 
ness had already felt the sting of 
depression. Murray promised that if 
elected he would reduce the ad val- 
orem tax on farm lands and homes 
50 per cent within a year. 


Failure of the 1931 legislature to 


enact his full program has kept him 
from fulfilling his promise, the gov- 
ernor says, but some of his pro- 
posals have gone Into effect and the 
remainder he has taken to the peo- 
ple through Initiative petitions.

BAUMES LAWS FAIL 
AS CRIME DETERRENT 


New York 
Parole Board 


Member Scores Habitual 
Criminal Legislation 


Milwaukee —(XP)— Habitual crimi- 


nal legislation does not deter serious 
crime, in the opinion of MaJ. Prank 
I. Hanscom, one of the three com- 
missioners of the New York state 
parole board, who la visiting: Milwau- 
kee. 


"The drastic Baumes laws, passed 


when there was agitation against 
racketeers, have failed In their pur- 
pose," Major Hanscom said. 
"For 


instance, three Is not a racketeer In 
jail as a result of the law requiring 
a life sentence for the fourth convic- 
tion. The victims are Individuals 
guilty 
of 
comparatively 
petty 


crimes." 


"These laws have not only failed 


to deter the real criminals, but have 
resulted in obvious injustices. Two 
men, 
out of work and with out a rec- 


ord, 
are caught robbing a grocery, 


having a gun in their possession. 
They are sentenced to a minimum of 
fifteen years each, as a section of 
the Baumes law requires. There can 
be no parole until fifteen years have 
passed. On the other hand, the oper- 
ator of fake stocks obtains millions, 
and if caught gets five years. And 
he is a greater danger to society 
thnn a burglar." 


Major Hanscom said he believed 


all sentences should be indetermi- 
nate. No legislature or individual is 
competent to say how long a, sen- 
tence for any particular crime should 
be. he asserted.

• We assume that we have a better or 
truer civilization because we ride 
where our grandfathers walked, use 
wires where they wrote letters, turn 
electric switches where they trimmed 
wicks or candles, press buttons to 


«,,start motors which in turn manufac- 


ture our needs where they toilsomely 
but" skillfully made so much by hand. 


Let 
us, therefore, disabuse our 


minds of the thought that we have ad- 
vanced so far ahead of them. Let us 
supplant our pride with a little humil- 
ity. And let us read the problem as de- 
picted by Raymond B. Fosdick in a. re- 
cent New York Times article; 


"We originally created machinery in 


order to increase production. Now we 
-find that 
increased production in- 


volves the necessity of increased con- 
sumption. 
Our proBlem has become 


^-not hoAV to make things, but how to 


dispose of them; not how to produce 
goods, but how to produce consumers. 


"If we are to keep our machine civi- 


lization stable, consumption must con- 


" stantly keep ahead of production; the 


appetite for more things of every kind 
must constantly be stimulated. »One de- 
sire must be used to breed another and 
these new wants in turn must be fed 
and nourished so that other new wants 
may be born. As the editor of a New 
York newspaper recently remarked, 
'The citizen's first importance to his 
country is no longer that of citizen, 
but that of consumer.' " 


That doesn't make a very attractive 


picture of the problem we have creat- 
ed by our own heedless inventiveness. 
No longer are we called upon to feed 
"human bodies but to feed soulless ma- 
chines. Intent upon a rushing advance 


, we have been'blind to the course we 


have taken. 


And yet we must not be led too far 


•astray by Mr. Fosdick's reasoning. If 
we cut it with a knife we may find it 
.quite superficial. 


Did,not our fathers and our grand- 


fathers and their fathers before them 
confront similar or even worse condi- 
tions? That question must be answered 
affirmatively and a reference to even 
the newspaper accounts, let alone the 
careful historical surveys of previous 
panics in this country, even long be- 
fore the machine age, will lead us to 
the conviction that although the partic- 
ular problem which confronts us ap- 
pears new dressed and in 
different 


trapping it is older than the Wander- 
ing Jew. 


More nearly by far will we find our- 


selves upon the high road if we share

When the tempest began to blow 


^ W« had arrived at a stage in our civili- 
j^'-tttion where men were not merely 


Working for a living wage but a sav- 


wage. We were attempting to go 


r, indefinitely and vaguely, it is 
but nevertheless stoutly, in the 


effort to create "a fairer distribution 
of wealth." 


But "saving wages" and "a 
fairer 


distribution of wealth," like "making 
the world safe for democracy" are 
dangerous • sirens likely to mislead be- 
cause alone they amount to little. 


What profiteth it a man to receive 


a fairer distribution of wealth if 
he 


does not save part of it? 


What profiteth it to save a part of it 


if he cannot invest it soundly? 


And so to a saving wage must be 


added the mercurial element of ac- 
tually saving and to that must be ad- 
ded the relative safety of those savings. 


Had every person been ten 
years 


steadily employed at saving wages, ac- 
tually saved, and actually invested in 
something that did not turn to quick- 
sand, would we have found ourselves 
where we are today? 


So far as theorizing goes and with- 


out the blessed practical example to 
prove the theory, we would not at 
least be in the position where millions 
are not able to consume the food their 
bodies crave, wear the clothes their 
bodies need, or buy the luxuries their 
spirits demand. 


And so when we all go back to work 


will it be with a chastened spirit or 
will we again as soon as opportunity 
permits spend wildly, invest careless- 
ly, or through the errors of our law- 
making bodies or the negligence of our 
public officials, permit the dangerous 
investments that, have engulfed 
so 


many? 


Adversity, we are told, is an excel- 


lent teacher, but will mankind be a 
studious pupil? 


Through all the suffering and chaos 


around us there is more than a justi- 
fiable gleam of hope. 


The era which has just ended 


brought us more of a fairer distribu- 
tion of wealth in the land than 
any 


previous era. 


With the next era we must cement 


the gains. But they cannot be turned 
profitably to account unless actual 
savings are made by the people, and 
more difficult still, their savings be 
guided safely into things of stability. 


SPANISH TARIFFS AND 


RETALIATION 


There is a growing "sentiment in 


Washington favorable to retaliation 
against Spain's new tariff. In imitation 
of the American plan, Spain, along 
with other European countries, has 
erected high tariff walls which are 
having their repercussions in 
the 


United States. But Spain has especial- 
ly incurred American animosity 
be- 


cause her tariffs are discriminatory. 


Despite all efforts of the State De- 


partment to obtain most-favored-na- 
tion treatment, the Franco-Spanish 
commercial agreement 
effective last 


November grants to France and a 
number of other countries fifty 
per 


cent lower tariff rates on automobiles, 
tires and tubes, motorcycles, films, ar- 
tificial silks and 
hams, which have 


constituted the bulk of American ex- 
ports to Spain. 


Retaliatory measures by this coun- 


try may be expected to affect such 
Spanish imports as olives, olive oil, 
cork manufactures, almonds, sheep, 
lamb, goat and kid skins, copper ores, 
paprika and onions. 


The tariff 
warfare now underway 


among European nations is growing 
in intensity. In themselves these in- 
creasing tariffs are a threat not'only 
to Europe's economic stability, but al- 
so to the very peace of the continent. 
When discriminatory, or erected for 
some particular motive of retaliation, 
they become an additional menace, 


The American 
government, while 


viewing with concern the rising tariff 
barriers of Europe, has thus far re- 
frained from 
any retaliation, being 


"good sports" as Mr. Walter Runci- 
man, President of the British 
Board 


of Trade says, in comparing our atti- 
tude with the howls of dismay which 
emanated from certain other countries 
when the British tariffs were imposed. 


But even though our chickens are 


coming home to roost on the perches 
erected by our own sky-high protec- 
tionists, we are justified in demanding 
that they be "birds of a feather" and 
that the-springers have not been culled 
out for more favored customers. 


Most-favored-nation treatment is an 


important element in international re- 
lations. It is the essence of the Span- 
ish-American dispute. It is a right ex- 
tended by this country and one which 
it in turn expects to receive.

TEETH 
and Your Health 


This Is the twelfth of a series of articles published by 
the Outagamie Dental Society. Readers are invited to 
send in their questions. They will be answered by quali- 
fied experts of the Dental Society. 
Modern dentistry offers more to mankind than 


at any time in the Avorld's history. Today the key- 
note in medicine and dentistry is prevention. 
In 


the past, de.ntistry was chiefly reparative, today the 
trend in practice is more and more toward preven- 
tion of loss of teeth, and occurrence of disease in 
general by way of the mouth. 


The factor that is the most active in bringing 


about this great change is the X-ray study of the 
mouth. It was only in 1895 tliat the X-ray was 
discovered, but in 1S96 a New Orleans dentist 
made use of it as an aid in the examination of the 
teeth. Progress has been rapid since then, until to- 
day a large per cent of dental offices are equipped 
with X-ray machines. 
Unfortunately the general 


public has not kept pace with this rapid progress 
and the dentist often receives the query "Why must 
I have an X-ray examination of my teeth? 
Can't 


you see the cavities?" 


The value of the complete X-ray examination of 


the teeth is this: The dentist is anxious to keep de- 
cay and infection out of his patient's mouth. 
His 


mirror and examining instruments enable him to see 
only the crown thirds of the teeth. 
Today that is 


not enough, therefore he must use the X-ray film 
to see the condition of the root, two-thirds of the 
teeth. In the examination he finds abscessed root 
ends, imbedded teeth locked in abnormal positions, 
extra teeth, tumors of various kinds, foreign bodies 
such as root fragments, pieces of metallic filings, 
etc., pyorrhea pockets about the neck of the teeth 
where the bone has been absorbed, and many other 
conditions of qual danger to the patient. 


This is the reason for a complete X-ray examina- 


tion. Now why should it be a periodic affair? 
This 


is where prevention comes in. 
At one to two-year 


intervals, depending on the case, after u mouth has 
been completely restored, a re-examination should be 
made to keep a check on all old dental restorations 
and as to whether new cavities are occurring. It is 
the surfaces between the teeth that need watching 
most as the tooth brush does not always clean them 
well. 


Dentistry has not found a way to prevent decay, 


but it can prevent toothache. This means to fill all 
cavities before they reach the tooth pulp. Obvious- 
ly the cavities must be found before they can be 
filled. 
The interproximal X-ray examination is a 


great aid to locating them. 
To allow a cavity to 


reach the tooth pulp, with the subsequent death of 
same, opens the gateway for infection through the 
pulp into the blood stream, thence into vital organs. 
Disease, the death process, must be kept from enter- 
ing the body by means of the dental path. 
This 


path of disease can only be checked before decay 
reaches the tooth palp. Early discovery ia the key 
to dental health.

SCIENTIFIC EXERCISES 
BEACH MANY TJNUSUED 
MUSCLES IN THE FEET 


Last Saturday you read the 


first of this series of articles for 
the feet. 
If you missed it you 


will find it worth your while to 
hunt'It up or to obtain the com- 
plete set of exercises as men- 
tioned at the end of this article. 


Now when I talk about exer- 


cising the feet, this thought prob- 
ably comes to you (or it may be 
a suggestion for many cases of 
tired feet): Why Is it that I can 
come home for supper with my 
feet all in and yet go out and 
dance for hours and not mind It 
at all? 


Here Is the reason: Dancing 


brings Into play other muscles 
than -those used. In walking or 
standing. 
While it rests some 


that you useJn walking on the 
pavement, It brings into play 
others that you have not used at 
all. Dancing Is fine exercise pro- 
vided, of course, that your foot- 
wear is properly fitted and any 
structural weakness of the feet 
is corrected. 


You, of course,, cannot dance 


every night, but you can perform 
in fifteen minutes the little exer- 
cise I am giving you each week. 
These will do more than dancing, 
for they will bring Into action 
practically all of the muscles of 
the feet. Here Is exercise No. 2: 


EXERCISE No. 2 


With the feet parallel, and with 


shoes removed, walk around the 
room on the outer border of the 
feet. 
Walk bowlegged, 
BO to 


speak. This exercise Is to relieve 
any strain on the overstretched 
muscles of the inner arch of the 
foot, the one we mentioned In the 
first exercise, and to put 
the 


muscles of the outer longtltudinal" 
arch which runs from the little 
toe to the heel, on the outside of 
the foot, In motion. Thus you 
will see how these exercises equal- 
ize the burden we place upon 
them.

POINT OUT VALUE 


OF ALFALFA AND 


SOYBEAN CROPS 


Farmers Say These Sur- 


pass Timothy for Hay and 
Pasture 


BY W. P. WINSET 


Two OutagamJe-co farmers claim 


alfalfa, sweet clover and soybeans 
are the most profitable crops that 
can be raised on farms In this part 
of the estate. After trying timothy 
as hay and pasture for years and 
getting only scant feed, these farm- 
ers changed to legumes about 10 
years ago and are pleased with the 
change. 


Otto Rohm, Black Creek, one of 


these farmers raised eight acres of 
soybeans last summer of excellent 
quality and yield. On account of the 
fall rains, however, he had consid- 
erable trouble In making hay of the 
crop. Through excessive handling 
he lost some of the leaves. 
He is 


now feeding the hay to his cows and 
is getting the milk production such 
as soybeans, sweet clover and alfal- 
fa give. Mr. Rohm -makes a practice 
of raising a field of soybeans each 
year. 


Mr. Rohm will get good service 


from an 11-aere stand of 
alfalfa 


next summer that is six years old. 
He has a 10-acre spring seeding of 
sweet clover that he expects to pas- 
ture next spring. He Intends to" sow 
a 10 acre mixture of oats and sweet 
clover next spring, to pasture the 
oats early and to pasture the sweet 
clover In the fall after his summer, 
sweet clover pasture is exhausted. 
He cuts down some of the "regular 
expense of raising alfalfa and sweet 
clover by producing the seed on his 
farm. He said he might do the same 
thing with soybeans. His 10 acres of 
alfalfa has 
not only given 
him 


large yields of the choicest kind of 
cattle feed but has also saved him 
the work and expense of cultivat- 
ing the field for the past six years. 


Another Approves 


Gust Henke, route 5, Appleton, Is 


the other farmer who declared that 
alfalfa, sweet clover and soybeans 
are profitable crops to raise on a 
dariy farm. Mr. Henke has been 
raising these crops for years and 
has a good opinion of their value as 
milk producers .and labor-savers. He 
has 16 acres of alfalfa, the stand 
in one part of the field eight years 
old and in the other, five years old. 
If he were raising timothy Instead 
of alfalfa he would be required to 
plow these fields each year and also 
buy seed each spring if he did not 
raise It. As milk producers, timothy 
cannot be compared with alfalfa, 
sweet clover or soybeans, according 
to Mr. Henke. 


Last summer Mr. Henke pastured 


22 head of cattle on seven acres of 
sweet clover, and in the fall he 
turned the herd Into the second 
crop of alfalfa in an 11-acre field 
that supplied feed throughout the 
fall. Five acres 
of his alfalfa did 


not show "up after,.he removed a 
crop of hay until revived by the 
fall rains. 


He hag 12 acres of a spring seed- 


ing of sweet clover for pasture next 
summer. He may plow under a part 
of the crop, 
however, and 
plant 


corn. 


He has been raising alfalfa suc- 


cessfully the past 8 years. Before 
that he sowed, common 
seed 
but 


never got a crop or stand. He has 
been pasturing sweet 
clover 
the 


past 10 years,. 


Farmers who have been short of 


hay and pasture the past two years 
would do •well to consult Mr. Henke 
about his methods of raising sweet 
clover and alfalfa.

The present blanket of enow cov- 


ering the fields and apparently quite 
well anchored will help to protect 
crops such as alfalfa sweet clover, 
rye and wheat from the possibility 
of winterkilling, If It remains where 
It fell. Thus far the enow has done 
very little drifting. 


On the other hand It will cause 


considerable expense to farmers, If 
it remains on the fields, who are 
short of barn feed and up to this 
time have 
been 
pasturing their 


herds. 
In the majority of cases 


the snow will mean the purchase of 
hay and grain that up to this time 
the open winter has prevented. 


Winter pasture this season and 


the best crop of fall pasture that 
ever grew In the part of the state, 
such as volunteer oats and barley, 
alfalfa, sweet clover, winter wheat 
and rye, following the shortage of 
feed caused by the summer drouth, 
helped to balance up the shortage 
and saved farmers the spending of 
thousands of dollars for feed. 


The covering of snow If it 
re- 


mains will put an end to winter pas- 
turing but it may-make up for the 
loss to farmers by saving- their win- 
ter crops.

fortune telling which has a direct 
bearing: oh book reviewing. Perhaps 
you remember 
the two 
packs of 


cards which the grypsy seer habit- 
ually labels "What you don't ex- 
pect" and "what is cure to come 
true." So many authors fall into 
one or the other of these categories 
that their names conjure up a men 
tal picture before the pages of their 
volumes have even been cut. The 
unexpected is more rare than the 
certainty. 
But we would usually

funny. 


However, II I Were You, by the 


above author, published by Double- 
day Doran and available in Appleton 
at the Pettihone Bookshop, is one 
of those surprises which are not so 
pleasant as they might be. It isn't 
funny. The 'jolly old what-what,' 
which is Wodehouse's summary of 
all things British is missing. 
In 


fact the plot Is that antiquated old 
tale of two babiea who have been 
exchanged in Infancy, with the com- 
plications of titles and barbershops 
to confuse the issue, when 
they 


have reached maturity. Frankly, the 
light touch which this author has 
wielded so deftly in all of the Jeeves 
stories apparently has been discard- 
ed, and in Its place, we read a story 
which is nothing more nor less than 
a potboiler. If I Were You couldn't 
have taken very 
long to write. 


There- Is a lack of care distinguish- 
able in it, and many signs of hasty 
patching. 


In spite of this inadequacy, Wode- 


house cannot help being Wodehouse.^ 
He has a real skill in painting lu- 
dicrous characters even when 
he 


does not seem to be making an ef- 
fort to be funny. He has a shrewd 
understanding 
of the follies

My studies definitely convince me

Conditions are 
sounder now for recovery than they

present strong foundation. My rea- 
sons for this are: 


(1) The position of the

chart of fundamental business sta- 
tistics, which shows the area of de- 
pression below the line of normal 
growth already more than half com- 
pleted in relation to the preceding 
area of prosperity. 


(2) 
Stocks are only twenty per 


cent of their 1929 boom prices; rail- 
road bonds are selling- lower than 
at any time this century. 


(3) Commodities are down to bed- 


rock. 


(4) Production for months 
has 


run below consumption. 


(5) Real estate is squeezed out 


like a dry sponge. 


(6) The savings of banks, busi- 


ness, and the public, for the first 
time since 1924, equal their loans 
and investments in bonds, stocks, 
and real estate. 


(7) 
Efficiency 
of 
management 


and of labor both in industry and in 
agriculture 
has been 
greatly in- 


creased and 
business 
enterprises 


have readjusted expenses and de 
flated inventories. 


Law Of Action 


There is nothing mysterious about 


this depression. The circumstances, 
especially European difficulties, dif- 
fer from other periods in many re- 
spects. No two depressions are ever 
characterized by exactly the same 
surface conditions. 
However, 
the 


fundamental causes, and the ways 
of recovery, are the same in this as 
in every depression since economic 
history began.

Federal government debts 
were 


considerably reduced from the end of 
the .-war to last year. Had there been 
a similar reduction In state and local 
debts the taxpayers could cheerfully 
assume whatever added burden an 
increase In federal taxes to balance 
the national budget would impose. 
But state and local borrowing near- 
ly offset the decrease in 
federal 


debts, with the result that the total 
of all debts remained about station- 
ary.From the beginning of the century 
to 1916 there was little change in the federal debt total, which stood at 
approximately $1,200,000,000, although in that period the total of state 
borrowings was doubled and that of local borrowings increased threefold. 
War borrowings carried the federal debt total to $25,482,000,000 by the 
close of the fiscal year of 1919. But commencing with the following year 
annual reductions were made which brought it down to $16,185,000,000 
by 1930, a reduction of $0,297,000,000. 


This national debt reduction, accompanied by reduction In federal taxes, 


would have made the burden on the taxpayers considerably less If state 
and local governments had been traveling in the same direction. But 
stat* and local borrowings increased more than $9,000,000,000 in the same 
period, with the result that now that federal government borrowings are 
on the Increase the combined total reaches the approximate sum of $32,- 
000,000,000, the largest in history. 
It Is evident that a considerable work in budget balancing faces state 


and local governments as well as the federal government. It is a year 
for economy In public spending, to give the taxpayer, both, individual and 
corporate, every possible assistance in effecting business revival.

is approximately 30,000. There have 
been ao high as 800 deaths from 
auto accidents in "Wisconsin in a 
single year. 


The Educational Committee of the 
State Medical Society In a bulletin 
issued today declares that if Wis- 
consin people made one New Tear's 
Resolution to be careful in operat- 
ing_automobiles, the automobile ac- 
cident fatality rate in 
Wisconsin 


could be reduced seventy-five 
per 


cent. 


"If the people of Wisconsin would 


make some good New Tear's Reso- 
lution about careful automobile driv- 
ing, the rate of deaths from this 
course could be cut in two," 
de- 


clares the bulletin of the State Medi- 
cal Society issued today. "For 1930 
there were 815 deaths in the State 
from automobile accidents For the 
first six months of 1931 there were 
316 deaths. This was a commendable 
decrease but the rate is far too high 
compared with other countries. 
A 


good resolution to observe the rules 
of the road will bring a New Tear 
record that will make Wisconsin the 
pride of the nation. 


"The average automobile weighs 


at least a ton and the majority 
weigh a ton and a half and is a 
driving force of destruction when 
operating above forty miles an hour 
No one who has put a ton weight in 
operation, can 
expect 
four-wheel- 


brakes to offset caieless driving. A 
ton and a half weight going at forty 
miles an hour just can't be stopped 
at a sudden.

TAXES ON INCOME 


Propose Law Forcing Same 


Payments as Made by Pri- 
vate Individuals

Washington—

ployees will be required to pay the 
same amount of state and 
federal 


income taxes as persons engaged in 
private business, if a constitutional 
amendment to be proposed by Rep. 
Thomas R. Amlie of Elkhorn, -when 
congress reconvenes, is adopted. 


Announcing that he will present 


a constitutional amendment allow- 
ing the federal government to tax 
salaries of state employees and the 
state government to tax salaries of 
federal employees, Mr. Amlie today 
pointed out that under present prac- 
tices federal officers 
are 
exempt 


from federal income tax. 


"The purpose of the amendment 


which I propose would merely be to 
put public officials, state and feder- 
al, upon the same basis as private 
citizens in the matter of Income 
taxation," said Rep. Amlie. 


As a member of the house of rep- 


resentatives, receiving a salary from 
Uncle Sam, Rep. Amlie is now ex- 
empt from paying income tax 
in 


Wisconsin but under his proposed 
amendment would be slated to pay 
Wisconsin income taxes *n addition 
to his federal income tax. 
• 


"The courts have held," said Mr. 


Amlie, "that because the power to 
tat is the power to destroy, it would 
be inconsistent with sovereignty to 
permit a state government to tax 
an income received by an individual 
from the federal government, or on 
the other hand to permit the fed- 
eial government to tax the income 
received by an individual from the 
state government. 


"It is only fair that employees of 


the government should 
pay 
the 


same amount of income tax, both 
state and federal, as do those en- 
gaged in private occupations 


"The Mapes bill recently passed 


bv the House of 
Representatives 


piovides that federal employees in 
Washington must in addition to the 
payment of a federal income tax, 
pay an income tax to the District of 
Columbia, In my opinion this is a 
fair provision. It puts federal em- 
ployees upon precisely the 
same 


basis as regards income taxes as the 
citizen of the average state has al- 
leady been placed in."
